drink of water has been discov ­ 
ered and measu red at the Uni­ 
v ersity of North Carolina, 
It is the daily swallow taken 
by trees and plants to slake their 
thirsts in su mmer. Its size is 20 
to 30 per cent of the w ater in 
brooks and streams. 
These figu res were discov ered 
in a rhy thm ic daily rise and fall 
in the w ater of North Carolina 
streams. The m easu rem ents were 
made by Thom dy ke Sav ille, pro­ 
fessor of hy drau lic engineering 
and chief engineer of the state 
departm ent of conserv ation de­ 
v elopment. The U. S. geological 
su rv ey cooperated in the stu dies. 
“Grou nd w ater’’ gav e the clu e. 
This i'i the liq u id stored in the 


| earth’s cellar, the cou ntless cav ­ 
erns, cracks and tiny seams be­ 
low the su rface. This cellar is the 
sou rce 
of 
w ater 
flowing 
in 
stream s du ring dry periods in 
su mmer. 
It is also the sou rce of mu ch of 
the w ater absorbed by the roots 
of v egetation. When the trees 
drink deeply , the grou nd water 
lev el falls rapidly , and so do the 
| stream s and brooks. As mu ch as 
35 per cent fall in one day in the 
flow of a single stream has been 
observ ed by Prof. Sav ille. V irtu ­ 
ally all of it was du e to trees and 
plants drinking. 
Grou nd w ater is observ ed by 
recording instru m ents in wells, 
where the w ater rises and falls 
! with flu ctu ations in the su bsu r- 


i face reserv oirs.

REPUBLICANS WANTED 
SHOW DOWN ON ISSUE 


Vo te To day Puts Members o n 
Reco rd, First Time in 12 
Years, o n Pro hibitio n. 


W ashington, M arch 14— (A.P.) 
—The hou se of representativ es 
v oted 227 to 187 today against 
taking u p legislation designed to 
retu rn control of liq u or to the 
states. 
The roll call showed 114 demo­ 
crats and 112 repu blicans, with 
the lene farm er-labor member, 
in opposition to the motion to 
consider the wet blocks proposal. 
Repu blicans fav oring bringing 
u p the legislation immediately 
nu mbered 97 and the democrats 
90. The resolu tion in q u estion, 
which m u st now stay rejected in 
committee, wou ld in effect pu t 
u p to the states an am endm ent 
for replacing national prohibi- 


I tion with a state control plan. 
I Ev en if today ’s motion had pre­ 
v ailed, it wou ld be necessary for 
these fav oring the legislation to 
| command a 2-3 m ajority in both 
congressional 
branches 
before 
I the proposed new am endm ent 
I cou ld be sent to the states. 
The v ote, pu tting the m em ­ 
bers on record for the first time 
in twelv e y ears on prohibition 
rev ision, was on w hether to dis­ 
charge the ju diciary committee 
from ju risdiction ov er the Beck- 
Linthicu m resolu tion for am end­ 
m ent of the 13th am endm ent. 
It was forced u nder the liber­ 
alized democratic ru les by 145 
petitioners after- the measu re, 
sponsored by both democratic 
and repu blican wet blocks, was 
defeated in committee by 14 to 6. 
The petitioners nu m bered 7 6 re­ 
pu blicans and 69 democrats. 
The 187 v otes commanded by 
the anti-prohibition forces was 
ev en larger than m any of them 
; ex pected. 
Indiana dem ocrats v oting for 
the motion to take u p the 18 th 
am endm ent 
su bstitu te 
were: 
Boehne, Griswold, and Petten- 
gill: repu blicans v oting for: Ves­ 
tel and Wood. Democrats v oting 
jno: Canfield, Gillen, Greenwood, 
Larrabee, and Lu dlow. Repu bli­ 
can noes, Hogg, and Purnell. 


Two of the fou r indictm ents 
retu rned by the Ru sh cou nty 
grand ju ry Satu rday afternoon 
were against Thomas K. Mu ll, 
formerly president of the 
old 
M anilla bank, and accu sed the 
elderly m an of embezzlement. 
Mu ll appeared before Sheriff 
Ray Compton Monday and pro­ 
v ided bond of $1,000 on each tru e 
bill, 
bond 
being 
prov ided 
by 
Isaac Mu rdock and Fred Gross. 
One indictm ent charges Mu ll 
with embezzling the su m of $8 ,- 
7 84.53 of the M anilla 
bank’s 
fu nds on October 21, 1930, it 
being charged tha t he gav e his 
indiv idu al check to the ex ecu tor 
of an estate for this am ou nt and 
that when the check came into 
the.bank, Mu ll honored it with 
the bank’s fu nds and not his 
own. 
The second tru e bill, in two 
cou nts, accu ses the form er bank 
president of accepting money on 
deposit when he knew tha t the 
bank was insolv ent. As president 
of the bank he receiv ed a deposit 
from Cly de W hisman of $48 9.33 
on October 23, 
1930, knowing 
tha t the bank was insolv ent, the 
indictm ent charges. The M anilla 
bank was closed by the state 
banking departm ent a short time 
after this incident. 
Indictm ents of a sim ilar na ­ 
tu re retu rned sev eral m onths ago 
by a Ru sh cou nty grand ju ry , bu t 
these tru e bills were recently 
q u ashed by the cou rt. 
Mu ll is also ou t on bond on 
two indictm ents retu rned by the 
Shelby cou nty grand ju ry last 
Friday , he hav ing been charged 
with perju ry in one tru e bill and 
conspiracy to commit a felony in 
the 
other.
